Mr. Eoyt 
entertained his audience with a variety 
of facts oonceruiag the resources, growth, 
products, climate, people and business 
of California, with which be had become 
familiar by a sixteen-month residence 
and observation on the Pacific coaat, 
to which place he moved from Engle- 
wood with hid family. Numerous resi- 
dents of Euglowood contemplate remov- 
ing to California.

The G. A. R. is essentially 
a great benevolent society; its .chief 
business is to fealp the needy, and it has 
kept closely to its work.

Nevada has come to be popularly 


known and spoken of as the " Sage- 
brush State." Though applied to her 
in derision, the appellation is not alto- 
gether a misnomer. She has more acres 
of sage-land with mor* sage to the acre 
than any other country we wot of. 
The 


brush grows everywhere and in many 
placet to a large size, resembling on 
some of the rich bottoms a dwarf tree. 
So common is tbe shrub that some have 
thought the wild artemisia should have 
been incorporated into Nevada's coat of 
arms. 
If, however, the accounts of the 


Nevada State Fair, now being held at 
Reno, are not as they come to us greatly 
exaggerated, it will be found that such 
general acceptance of the wild Rnpre us 
the emblem of sterility involves some 
mistake. The products of the soil dis- 
played at this fair would do no discredit 
to States noted for agricultural re- 
sources. 
There are on exhibition there 


horses and neat cattle, hardly inferior 
to any to be seen elsewhere, with fruits, 
grains and vegetables of which Califor- 
nia herself need not be ashamed, these 
being all raised in Nevada. 


In the early history of that State, 


mining and stock-raising engaged almost 
wholly the attention of the inhabitants, 
nor was it then supposed that the graz- 
ing resources of the country were at all 
extensive. 
Before the discovery of the 


Comstock mines some of tho cattlemen 
of California had begun to drive their 
herds over the Sierras. 
But their feed- 


iug-grouuds were then confined to the 
valleys, which alone it was thought con- 
tained any herbage suitable for the sub- 
sistence of stock. These valleys, com- 
mencing on the north and proceeding 
south, consisting of Honey Lake, Long, 
Washoe and Carson, with the Truokee 
Meadows, a grassy plain of great extent 
lying on cither side of Truckeo river, 
bulow the present town of Reno. 
The 


grass in these vulieys, being mostly of 
the bunch species, afforded both Sum- 
mer and Winter pasturage. 
Some hay 


was made for the horses, but, as a rule, 
the neat 'entile were* left to shift for 
themselves through the Winter. 


Later on it came to be discoverad that 


the sage barrens, besides the bunch- 
grasses growing sparsely there, afforded 
other kinds of herbage suitable for Win- 
ter feeding, the most valuable of these 
being the white sage and grease-wood, 
both very nutritious. 
Browsing on the 


latter, cattle will, where it ia abundant, 
keep iu good condition all Winter, even 
th'ough the snow bo quite deep. 
The 


finding of so much pasturage ontside 
the vulieys and away from the bottom 
lands along the rivers, gave a great im- 
petus to stock-raising east of the Sierras, 
this, next to mining, being now the 
leading interest of Nevada. 
Owing to 


the healthfnlneBS of the oiirnate and the 
sweet and nutritious properties of the 
herbago, both the beef and tho mutton 
produced in that State are of marked 
excellence. The Wasboa potatoes nre 
also noted for their good qualities, many 
tons of them being sent yearly to Cali- 
fornia. Washoe oats bring everywhere 
an extra price on account its great 
weight. The wheat is also heavy and 
makes excellent flour. More than a 
thousand horses raised iu Nevada find 
every year a market in this State, be- 
sides a much larger number disposed of 
elsewhere. 


According to the last report of the 


Surveyor-General of Nevada, the Slate 
consists of 50,000 square miles of 
mountain ranges, and 41,000 square 
miles of what are classed as deserts, the 
remainder, 21,000 square miles, being 
rich farming lands, capable of produc- 
ing with irrigation good crops of grass, 
grain and vegetables, as well as most 
kinds of fruit. 
In this connection it is 


interesting to observe that latterly it 
has been observed that less water ia 
required to grow these crops than was 
formerly the case, the quantity having 
diminished year by year as the cul- 
tivation of the land has increased. 
Good crops are now being raised in 
favorable localities without artificial ir- 
rigation, this being das to au incre- 
ment of tbe Summer rains on the Rooky 
mountain sides, and on tbe sandy des- 
erts, where 10 or 12 years ago not a 
blade of grass was to be seen, there is 
now good feed. The same has happened 
on the easterly side of the Sierra, from 
which the timber has been cut off. 
Here also the grasses are springing up 
thickly, where before all wus barren. 
From the changes that are going on, 
great hopes are entartained of the agri- 
cultural future of Nevada, which some 
of its more sanguine friencU believe will 
yet become a great grain-growing StatR, 
not only so, but a few thero are who 
predict that the time will come when 
the hop and the grape will be success- 
fully grown on these sagebrush lands, 
and hop-raising and viticulture be here 
pursued as profitable industries. That 
this may so turn out is not improbable, 
both the hop and the grape having been 
matured iu this State and ttluuwhere in 
the region formerly known as the Great 
Utah Basiu. 


Among the cereals, corn and buckwheat 


are hazardous crops, tho lonu time they 
require for maturing exposing them to 
the early frosts. 


What will greatly tend to promote 


here every branch of agriculture, stock- 
raising included, is the facility with 
which water can be obtained by ar- 
tesiau boring. 
Mont of the wells sunk 


by this method, iorno of thum out on 
the barren deserts, have proved suc- 
cessful, many of them yieldiut; copiously 
at 
moderate 
depths. Issuing 
from 


nearly all the mountain ranges of Ne- 
vada are numerous streams of water, 
some of them of considerable size. 
Many thousand acres of Inn d can be ir- 
rigated by these streams when they come 
to be utilized for that purpose. Through 
recourse to dams and reservoirs, the 
capabilities of this water can ba very 
greatly increased. In the home mar- 
kets created by the mines, the cattlemen 
and the cultivators of the soil enjoy 
here another great advantage, the mar- 
kets being close at hand, while the 
prices realized are apt to bo good. 


The gold and silver mines, of which 


there are an infinite number scattered 
over the State, are yielding now at tbe 
rate of $10,000,000 per annum, the pros- 
pect being that this amount will undergo 
eteadv increment for some years to come. 
In the Eureka district large quantities 
of lead are turned out every year. 
Con- 


siderable values in salt, soda and borax 
are also realized annually from the sa- 
lines of Nevada. . She baa valuable de- 
posits of iron, copper and sulphur thopgh 


none ol these are being worked at pres- 
ent. This ia the only country west of 
tho Rocky Mountains that is now pro- 
ducing nickel in any quantity. The 
above, though the leading, by no means 
embrace all tbe valuable mineral pro- 
ducts ot Nevada, than which few coun- 
tries have been more highly endowed 
with natural -wealth. 


Despite her sage plains and her sandy 


deserts,, of which latter she has all too 
much, Nevada is to-day a tolerably pros- 
perous State, with a very encouraging 
future before her. 
As with most other 


sections of the arid interior, the ideas 
that have generally obtained in regard 
to their agricultural value have been 
altogether misleading. 
They are not 


the barren regions they were represent- 
ed to be by their .early explorers, who, 
having traversed them hastily and un- 
der conditions of extreme hardship and 
discomfort, got naturally vary unfavor- 
able impressions of what they saw. Al- 
ready the "Great American Dtsert" has 
been expunged from the maps, and it 
will not be long till this, like the gor- 
gons of ancient travelers and the deadly 
upas tree of Java, will be relegated 
wholly to the realms of the mythical.

Now that the boundaries of the Walk- 


er Lake Indian Reservation are defin- 
itely marked by a re-survey just bad 
under the direction of C. W. Irish, Sur- 
veyor General of the State, and tho en- 
tire lake and much of the land adjoining 
the same is embraced within tbe lines; 
therefore there can bo no mistake here- 
after about how much belongs to the 
Indians and how much don't. What a 
shame it is that such a larga sheet of 
water, teeming with the finest fish, and 
a territory that is known to contain much 
precious metal should ba set apart for a 
handful of Pintes, to the entire exclu- 
sion of all white people. We nre not 
in favor, by any means, of depriving the 
Indians of the property, provided that 
the same is set apart by the Govern- 
ment and tha Indiana should have the 
slightest use for the same, but, in this 
case, it is a well-known fact that the 
Indians make no use whatever of the 
mineral bait and are too trifling or lazy 
to catch the fish that abound in the lake. 
As we understand, this is what IB called 
aa executive reservation, that is to say 
it was created by an order ot tbe Presi- 
dent of the United States, and by him 
can be abolished. There seems to be 
no good reason why a proper showing 
could not be made by the citizens of tbe 
county to his Excellency, Grover Cleve- 
land, and thna have the Reservation 
cut clown to the requirements of the In- 
dians, and have the balance thrown 
open to settlement, etc. 
Who will take 


the lead? Petitions and affidavits, to be 
presented through our Representatives 
in Congress, will in our opinion have 
tbe desired effect.
